RAPUNZEL: 1 have an idea! If you get me a big 
ball of wool and a couple of knitting needles, I'll 
make a ladder. When it's ready, I'll tie it to the 
bedpost and 1 can go down it.

NARRATOR: The prince thought it was a good 
plan and since then, he always visited her with 
all the materials.
